In recent years no state in the Union has 
made more progress than Missouri, par- 
ticularly in the area of teacher welfare. 
This is partially a result of our having a 
long way to go. Within the last six years, 
for example, can be listed: provisions for 
retirement; continuing contract law; change 
in method of distribution of state school 
funds and a doubling of state aid; clerical 
aid, increased salary, travel allowance, and 
qualifications for the office of county super- 
intendent; state aid for school buildings;

STATE SUPPORT 

Only a few of the many reasons justifying 
increased state support can be presented. 

Increased state school support of approx- 
imately $10,000,000 per year is needed to 
bring Missouri's state school support to the 
national average per pupil enrolled. 

Missouri ranks 33rd among the states in 
the average salary of its public school in- 
structional staff (1948-49) . 

From 1939 to 1949, the average salary of 
Missouri Public School teachers increased 
80.1 per cent. During this period the aver- 
age wage per employee covered by the Mis- 
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souri Unemployment Compensation Law 
increased 109.4 per cent and the per capita 
income in Missouri increased 179 per cent. 

On the basis of the most recent data 
available, Missouri ranks 24th among the 
states in per capita income and goth in in- 
come per pupil enrolled in school. 

Missouri ranked 37th among the states 
in the per cent of the income of the people 
of the state collected as state taxes. The 
national average state tax rate applied to 
Missouri’s income would have produced 
33 million dollars more in state revenue 
than Missouri collected. 


HERE AND THERE 

It is hoped that every institution train- 
ing teachers in Missouri will make use of 
the booklet, “Professional Pointers for 
Teachers,” in some required teacher educa- 
tion course and have an on going Future 
Teacher of America Chapter. 

The NEA Representative Assembly meets 
in St. Louis in 1950. Missouri’s member- 
ship in the NEA has increased considerably 
in recent years and should continue. 

An immediate task is to make the newly 
reorganized school districts effectively func- 
tion in order that they may serve as living 
examples. 

Many counties and most of the high 
school districts have forwarded dues for all 
teachers. Space does not permit their list- 
ing but it does make possible an expression 
of gratitude for promptness in this respect. 

Books distributed through the Reading 
Circle Division to date for this year are 
exceeding last year’s all-time record. 

A comprehensive history of the Associa 
tion that is in reality the story of the devel- 
opment of public education in Missour! 
has been in preparation for many months, 
and will soon be at the printer. ‘The Asso 
ciation celebrates its hundredth anniversar) 
in 1956. 

The officers of the Association again take 
this opportunity to express appreciation 
for the part you play, by your presence or 
otherwise, in making the St. Louis meeting 
a success.

School Fund Case in Supreme Court 


High Court to decide if Missouri public schools 
get fines of $2,090,000 


The Supreme Court of Missouri on Sep- 
tember 28, heard Paul M. Peterson, attor- 
ney for the Missouri State Teachers Asso- 
ciation and the New Franklin school dis- 
trict argue that Missouri's public schools 
should receive the $2,090,000 in fines paid 
by certain fire insurance companies doing 
business in Missouri. 

Back in February, 1948, the suit was in- 
itiated through the New Franklin school 
district of Howard county with the Mis- 
souri State Teachers Association furnish- 
ing attorneys and expenses in the case. It 
was begun in the Circuit Court of Cole 
county. 

It is the contention of our Association 
attorney that the entire $2,090,000 should 
go to the public schools. Opposing counsel 
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of the Attorney General's office contends 
that not more than one-fourth of the money 
should be turned over to schools. 

The Circuit Court ruled in favor of the 
public schools. This adds to the hope that 
the Supreme Court will concur in_ the 
opinion. 

Translated in terms of teaching units 
the $2,090,000 would mean about $200 for 
each unit. 

A decision by the Supreme Court on the 
case is not anticipated for several weeks.

For Bunker Hill 


The St. Louis Nature Study Society re- 
cently contributed $500.00 toward the erec- 
tion of a Memorial Outdoor Council Ring 
at Bunker Hill Ranch Resort in memory of 
Albert F. Ewers, a former member of the 
Society and an ardent naturalist and edu- 
cator. 

The Council Ring, a semi-circle struc- 
ture of native stone and seats of hewn logs, 
will be carved out of a hillside overlooking 
the swift, beautiful Jack’s Fork River. A 
mountain rising vertically 400 feet across 
the river and directly in front of the Ring 
will serve as an acoustics soundboard. Low 
voices and even whispers can be heard at 
this location. 

Wide use of the Council Ring is planned. 
Nature talks, exhibits, lectures, nature 
workshops, singing and outdoor plays are 
considered appropriate. Rare species of 


nature are found at Bunker Hill making 


this location ideal for such a structure. 
Conservation Commission representatives 
consider this the best in Missouri for na- 
ture trails. Several such trails have already 
been blazed and labeled. 

A Committee of the Society composed of 
Miss Mayme Sloat, Mabel Parke and Mabel 
Wood of St. Louis met with the Educa- 
tional and Recreational Center Committee 
at Bunker Hill on September 1oth to offi- 
cially make the contribution and receive 
permission to erect the Council Ring. 
Work on this structure is ready to begin. 

Other improvements to be made are the 
construction of a toilet and shower facili- 
ties building and an enlargement of the 
present dining room facilities. A plan has 
been initiated by the Northeast Missouri 
District Teachers Association to finance the 
former. Many Community Associations of 
that section of the state have already re- 
ported generous contributions in its behalf. 

It is encouraging to see teacher groups 
continue to use the Resort into late fall.

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Retirement Board Trustees Announce 


Prior Service Claim Plan 


In the September issue of School and 
Community, it was indicated that the Sen- 
ate Committee Substitute for House Bill 
No. 103 had been passed and approved by 
the Governor. This Act becomes effective 
July 1, 1950. 


One part of the Act grants permission to 
the Board of Trustees to allow prior ser- 
vice credit to a teacher who did not qualify 
for prior service credit by teaching during 
the 1945-46 or 1946-47 school years. That 
portion of the Law reads as follows: “Pro- 
vided, that the Board of Trustees may grant 
prior service credit to a teacher who taught 
prior to August 1, 1945, if the teacher re- 
turns to teaching before July 1, 1950, and 
if such teacher teaches in the public schools 
of Missouri not less than seven years after 
returning before retirement.” 

The Board of Trustees has determined 
that a member will be considered as re- 
turning to service prior to July 1, 1950, if 
the member serves a major part of one 
month prior to that date and if contribu- 
tions are remitted to the Retirement Sys- 
tem from the salary paid to the member. 

Members wishing to qualify to claim 
prior service credit should write the Public 
School Retirement System, Box 268, Jeffer- 
son City, and request the form to claim 
this prior service credit. The form will be 
sent only upon request of the member. 

All claims for prior service credit under 
the provisions of the recently enacted legis- 
lation should be filed in the Retirement 
Office prior to July 1, 1950. The prior 
service credit cannot be allowed until the 


member has taught seven years after re. 
turning to teaching. 


The Board of Trustees also determined 
that members who served during the 1945; 
46 or 1946-47 school years on a full-time 
basis and who failed to claim prior service 
credit before July 1, 1948, would be per- 
mitted to claim that credit if the claim is 
filed prior to July 1, 1950. Members al- 
fected should write the Retirement Office 
requesting the form to be used in claiming 
the prior service credit. 


Auditors Report 


The Board of Trustees requested an 
audit of the accounts and records of the 
Retirement Office at the end of the 1948-49 
fiscal year. This audit was completed in 
September. The Balance Sheet is printed 
as it appears in the Auditor’s Report. The 
Statement of Receipts, Disbursements and 
Balances is reduced to a summary. ‘The 
data pertaining to Members and Termina 
tions includes those members for whom 
Membership Record Forms have been filed 
and all persons for whom contributions 
had been remitted prior to July 1, 1949. 


The last paragraph of the letter of trans 
mittal of the State Auditor reads as follows 
“The office of the Executive Secretary is 
handicapped by lack of space. While the 
books and accounts were found in 
condition it is our opinion that the offic 
could be operated more efficiently if ther 
was sufficient office space so that the work 
could be departmentalized.”

School District Reorganization 


Prepared by the Section on Reorganization, State Department of Education 


The program of school district reorgan- 
ization is moving forward. The following 
statement indicates the progress and some 
of the results of Missouri’s reorganization 
program as of October 1. 

In accordance with Senate Bill No. 307, 
110 county boards of education have sub- 
mitted school district reorganization plans 
to the State Board of Education for ap- 
proval. Of this total, 86 county plans were 
approved and 24 were disapproved. Elec- 
tions have been held in 58 counties of the 
state. In these 58 counties, the county 
boards have proposed 200 enlarged school 
districts of which 84 or 42 per cent have 
been adopted by the voters. These 84 re- 
organized units have combined a total of 
844 original districts. The remaining coun- 
ties in the state will hold elections on reor- 
ganization proposals in the near future. 

Listed below is a brief summary of 
four enlarged reorganized districts recently 
adopted. 


Reorganized District R-VII of 
Jackson County 

Adopted August 9, 1949. Combined 16 
rural districts and 2 high school districts 
(Lee’s Summit and Greenwood). A total 
enrollment of 1,237 pupils (go6 elementary 
and 331 high school). An assessed valua- 
tion of $9,931,420 or cron gf ol pupil en- 
rolled. The new enlarged district covers 
an area of 107 square miles. 


Reorganized District R-II of 
Gasconade County 


Adopted August 2, 1949. Combined 2, 
common school districts and one high 
school district (Owensville). A total en- 
rollment of 926 pupils (703 elementary and 
223 high school). An assessed valuation of 
$4,204,065 or $4,540 per pupil enrolled. 
The new district covers an area of 250 
square miles. 


Reorganized District R-IV of 
Chariton County 

Adopted August 23, 1949. Combined 17 
rural districts and 2 high school districts 
(Salisbury and Prairie Hill). A total en- 
rollment of 504 pupils (349 elementary and 
155 high school). An assessed valuation 
of $4,172,009 or $8,280 per pupil enrolled. 
An area of 138 square miles. 


Reorganized District R-I of 
Linn County 

Adopted August 23, 1949. Combined 3) 
rural districts and 2 high school districts 
(Browning and Shelby). Twenty-two ol 
these districts are located in Linn County 
and eleven in Sullivan County. A total en- 
rollment of 514 pupils (366 elementary 
and 148 high school). An assessed valua- 
tion of $4,108,415 or $7,990 per pupil en- 
rolled. The district covers an area of 208 
square miles.

The School Construction Act, $2317, amend- 
ed to provide $5,000,000 for state surveys and 
plans for school construction and to authorize 
federal appropriations to provide school facili- 
ties in school districts especially burdened by 
federal activities, was unanimously reported by 
the full Senate Committee on Labor and Pub- 
lic Welfare on August 22.

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News from Other States 


CALIFORNIA 

The last legislature of California has proposed 
a bond issue of $250,000,000 for securing funds 
for state school building aid. The proposition 
will appear on the ballot as an amendment and 
will be voted on by citizens of California on 
November 8. 


DELAWARE 

The Delaware legislature recently passed a 
uniform state supported salary schedule for 
superintendents, principals, teachers, nurses, 
secretaries, clerks, and custodians. Teachers 
who hold degrees and work 10 months would 
start with salaries of $2400 for Bachelor’s De- 
gree; $2600, Master’s Degree; and $3000, Doc- 
tor’s Degree. These salaries would be increased 
over a period of 10 years’ experience to reach 
maximums of $4000 for a Bachelor’s Degree; 
$4200, Master’s Degree; and $4600, Doctor's 
Degree. The schedule for the principals and 
superintendents range higher according to the 
personnel under their supervision.

Minnesota has 713 graded elementary schools, 
529 6-year and 184 of the 8-year type of organi- 
zation. There are 642 secondary schools; of 
these, 160 are junior highs, 137 senior highs, 
196 6-year, 145 4-year, and four high school 
departments.

SCIENCE SOCIETIES

Major science teaching societies affiliated 
with the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science will hold their second series 
of joint meetings in New York City, December 
27-30. In addition to the joint sessions, the 
National Science Teachers Association, an NEA 
department, the American Nature Study Society 
and the National Association of Biology Teach- 
ers will hold separate association meetings. 

Joint sessions are planned for the mornings 
of December 27, 28 and 29. On the 27th the 
program will center on the theme “Science in 
General Education” and will be directed by the 
Cooperative Committee of the AAAS with par- 
ticipants from each of the other cooperating 
groups. A program giving emphasis to problems 
in the teaching of biological sciences is sched- 
uled for the 28th. The Federation of Science 
Teacher Associations of New York City will 
plan and conduct the joint session on the 29th. 

The third National Conference on Industry- 
Science Teaching Relations, centering around 
the work and projected activities of the NSTA 
Advisory Council on Industry-Science Teach- 
ing Relations, will be held the afternoon of 
December 28, and the Fourth Annual Junior 
Scientists Assembly is scheduled for the after- 
noon of December 29. 

There will also be a display of teachers’ new 
and original demonstrations and experiments 
for the teaching of science. All teachers are 
invited to send exhibits. Additional exhibit in- 
formation may be obtained from Dr. Walter S.

PLAYGROUND 
RUBBER SURFACED 

Something new has been added to a play- 
ground of the Akron, Ohio, public schools. 
One of the city’s schools has had its playground 
covered with a rubber surface. This is a new 
experiment in this field. For several years 
schools have been stabilizing some of their 
playgrounds but to our knowledge this is the 
first time one has ever had its surface covered 
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with a rubber coat. School grounds that have 
been covered with an asphaltic stabilization 
have proved to be clean and suitable for al! 
winter activity however this type of surfacing 
has produced some complaints due to children 
when falling receiving abrasions and contusions. 
It is hoped that these injuries will be eliminated 
or reduced with the new rubber surfacing. 

Akron has rubber surfaced three test areas 
on two playgrounds in that city in order to ex- 
periment with the rubber aggregate and differ- 
ent methods of application. The work was done 
by the Portage Bituminous Company of Akron, 
Ohio, and, according to F. W. Stafford, engi- 
neer for the company, the following process has 
been found satisfactory. The playground is 
first given an asphalt stabilization. Secondly, 
it is given a single seal coat of ground scrap 
rubber about % inch thick. According to Mr 
Stafford, the cost of constructing the surface is 
about 50 to 60 cents per square yard for soil 
stabilization and 30 to 35 cents per square yard 
for the rubber seal coat. 

The several rubber companies in Akron are 
interested in this new process since it might 
prove to provide an outlet for ground up scrap 
rubber which does not contain enough real 
rubber to be worth reclaiming. 

The success of the new method of treating 
playgrounds is under observation by C. J. Bow- 
man, assistant superintendent in charge of busi- 
ness affairs for the Akron public schools. ‘They 
will observe the results and will follow closely 
the condition of the playground that will result 
from the action of winter elements.

BEGIN WORK ON AMENDMENT NO. 1 


Are you interested in your own welfare? We think you are. Also, we 
know you are interested in the children now in the public schools and those 
to come in future years. 

Amendment No. 1, to the Constitution of Missouri, to be voted on at the 
1950 general election, unless a most unlikely special election is called by the 
Governor prior to this date, is certainly linked closely with the welfare of 
students and teachers in this state. 

Your MSTA believes it is too early to begin a statewide publicity cam- 
paign for the passage of this amendment. However, your Association is now 
busy informing leaders and officers of statewide organizations regarding the 
salient features of Amendment No. 1 and securing their endorsement and 
approval of it. Plans for a full-scale campaign with all the trimmings are 
being blueprinted. It isn’t too soon for every teacher to understand the far- 
reaching effect of this amendment and its significance to education and to 
begin locally to acquaint key people and important groups with its meaning. 

It would be valuable if leaders and groups understand at least these five 
points: 





° 


(1) By a majority vote (requires 34 majority at present) school districts 
could levy for current purposes not more than $3.00 in districts formed of 


cities and towns; in the city of St. Louis, $2.67; and $1.95 in all other districts. 
Always point out that this is a framework in the Constitution presenting 
limits within which the General Assembly can provide for voting levies by a 
majority vote. 

(2) Levies may be voted by a majority vote for only one year except in 
cities of over 75,000 where the limit is two years since school elections are held 
there only every two years. 

(3) To be able to vote current levies by a majority will hasten school 
district reorganization. Although reorganization can be voted by a mere 
majority it now takes a two thirds majority to carry the current levies within 
these districts. This has definitely retarded enlargement of schoo] districts. 

(4) Amendment No. 1 is needed. It is difficult to vote levies in many 
school districts both large and small as a result of those who are not interested 
in public education for one reason or another. A study of returns on levies 
voted on in high school districts last spring reveals that more than one of 
every ten failed. Of those failing to pass, in 80% of the cases, the vote received 
was more than a majority. 

(5) City, county, state and national bodies can raise money without voter 
approval. Surely a majority vote is check rein enough for schoo] districts in 
a democracy. Rule by the majority is a basic principle of democratic practice. 

This amendment could have been placed on the ballot through the long, 
laborous and tedious route of initiative petitions with teachers responsible for 
getting the thousands of names required. We-chose the more direct method 
of asking the General Assembly to pass the concurrent resolution which it did. 
Let’s devote the energy saved to the passage of this all important Amendment 
No. 1.
